How to Prepare the Chicken
Remove the wods and veine from six
oot red peppers amd then nour hajl-
fng water over them and let them stand
for ten minutes,  Deain and tien on a
#loth to alwarh the maisture and then
piit the preparsl peppors pnd
Two larae tamatars,
One-hall clove of aarlie,
Tico medinnt sized onions
through the fand chopper, yane the
eonree knife Ny plaee ope-half oo
of vegetonhle cooking afl in n fryiog poan,
and when hot ndd the prenared tonin-
toes and onlons, one cun of finely
mineed, cooked chicken meat and one|
enp of chicken stock. Simmer slowly |
twenty minutes, . Reason. Now|
when the chicken is ready to serve pre-
re one and one-half cenps of rich
gravy. using the chicken stock
the gravy. Have bhoth the gravy |
and the chicken ready before preparing |
the enchillades.

Enchillades

One cup of cornmenl,

One teaspoan of salt,

Beat the mixture until smooth, and
then bake on & hot gridaie i tne form
of large pancakes, When the ecakes
are baked spread with the prepared
chicken mixture. Roll god then pour
over a spoonful of the preparved gravy.
Dust lightly with paprika and serve.

This dish may be prepared from the
ehicken ment which is picked from the
neck and carcass of the chivken, using
the bones to tuake the stock. It iz de-
Hedous for luncheon and supper.

Chile Con Carne
This is a true Spanish dish. Wash
ome-half pound of red kidney heans and
then soak overnight in plenty of water.
_In the morning cook until tender, and
then while the beans are cooking cut
one and one-half pounds of beefl hieart
into inche cubes, wash and drain and
thien turn on a cloth to dry.  FPlace the
meat in a bowl and add one cup of flour,
Toss the meat so thayr vach picce may
be well coated with flour. Now place
~4wo-thirds cup of shortening in a deep |
raucepan and when smokiog hot add the
meat. Toss constantly  until  well
browned : then add one-half cup of
flour and browno a deep mahogany color,
Add three pints of cold wauter and stir
to blend thoroughly. Bring to a beil
and then adid
